A Visit to the Coal Regions of The 


I 
Keystone State. 


Lykens, Pa., April 1, 1908. 


Oh, what a lovely day this is and 


what a lovely day was last Friday, 
the day that rules the next month, so 
say all the folks in and about this 
nice mountain town which is at the 
head of a valley of the same name 
and one of the most beautiful and 
productive in the state. This valley 
extends from Millersburg to Lykens. 
Near here they mine, away up on the 
mountain-side, the celebrated Lykens 
Valley coal—a coal that is harder to 
kindle than much other anthracite 
coal but when you get it started it 
lasts longer and seems, on a cold 
winter day, to throw out more heat 
than any other coal; in fact, there is 
only one Lykens Valley coal. 


This is a great wheat growing sec- 


tion and now that the snow is gone 
one sees the prettiest green fields 
that the eye could feast itself on; the 
soil seems to be of a red slate that 
is especially adapted for wheat, etc. 
The country is inhabited mostly by 
Pennsylvania Germans, each one of 
whom knows a good horse when he 
sees him, and a good farm when he 
walks over it and looks at the size 
of the cornstalks. 
These same Ger- 


mans all talk the language and it is 
very amusing to one to hear them 
chat when once their tongues are set 
wagging by the drinking of a few 
glasses of Bock beer, a beer that is 
brewed and served at this particular 
season. .Brewers all over the world 
take especial pride in their Bock 
beer; it is of a dark red wine color 
and is shipped to all parts of the 
world in kegs and bottles. It is sup- 
posed to be of extra- strength and as 
it takes much longer to brew and 
cure it is thought to be better than 
the other makes. Ask who you will 
how this beer came to' be called Bock 
and they shake their heads; there is, 
however, a funny story told as to its 
getting the name of Bock and being 
served only in March. 
The people 
who live in this valley all drink this 
particular beer at this season in great 
quantities and some get full on it. 


Adjoining Lykens we have Wil- 


liams Valley, another furtile valley 
into which the P. & R. road comes 
over Peters mountain, where the 
-road seesaws back and forth and 
where the grade is as much as one 
hundred eighty feet to the mile in 
places. In this valley, which is much 
narrower than the Lykens Valley, are 
a number of good towns, among 
which are Williamstown and Tower 
City, each of which is supported 
mostly by the agricultural country in 
the valley. Up some six hundred-feet 
above Tower City on the mountain- 
side are coal mines from which they 
are now shipping many cars of coal 
each day. There are no large manu- 
factories nor very extensive stores in 
Tower City. 
J. B. Watkins is the 


only wholesale man here. 
He is 
rather small in size but a great work- 
er and what he doesn't know about 
his particular business is not worth 
knowing; he is also a splendid nurse 
and his dear little blue-eyed baby 
never cries when he has it. 
When 


you see him don't forget to ask about 
the white ruules. 


The people in this section don't 


know yet that the country is now 
having a financial depression. 
I 


never, in all my travels, saw so 
many empty cars and all sidings 
seem to be filled; not only are M. T. 
cars to be seen but at all junction 
points one sees many freight engines 
sidetracked and out of commission. 
The engineers have been reduced to 
firemen and the conductors to flag- 
men, 
while the firemen and flagmen 


of these respective crews have been 
laid off—so that go where you will 
one sees on every corner groups of 
unemployed men, and the topic being 
discussed by them is work, when will 
we be put back to work? 
The thing 


that puzzles me is how do these 
men get money to buy booze with, 
when they have no work and families 
to support in most cases. 


There is a wonderful temperance 


wave now blowing over this section 
of/ Pennsylvania and I predict a big 
vote for prohibition in the near fu- 
ture. I have been sick for two weeks 
and in that time had to spend some 
time about hotels where the unem- 
ployed would come in droves to 
drink, the sights, the language and 
the smell of the stud' about the hotels 
has disgusted the writer.

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Suggests Department of Hygiene— 


Schools to Teach Immigrants 


American Ideals. 


New York, March 28.—So many 


events are occurring just now, both 
in the world at large and in Greater 
New York, which are of unusual in- 
terest that I feel as if I could not 
cover half of them in ten letters; but 
I have selected for this week two 
that are of paramount interest not 
only to New York City but to all the 
cities of this country, viz: The bet- 
ter care of our school children, and 
the teaching of adult immigrants 
with intent to make them more de- 
sirable citizens. In our form of gov- 
ernment there is nothing more im- 
portant either to local or general 
prosperity and growth than the ma- 
terial out of which we make our citi- 
zens; it is not the best nor the worst 
of its citizens that give the character- 
istics of a nation, but it is "the mass- 
es;" therefore our future lies within 
the growth and development of our 
children and our Immigrants and 
there is nothing to which we should 
give greater care. 
There were 250 


children in the free schools of Great- 
er New York who failed to pass ex- 
aminations in 1907, and Superintend- 
ent William H. Maxwell, D. D., says 
that many such failures could be 
avoided if the city established a De- 
partment ot Hygiene and fed these 
children; 
claiming that backward, 


truant and troublesome children are 
made so by suffering from physical 
defects 
caused 
by 
mal-nutrition, 


•which is not a matter of extreme 
poverty so much as of improper se- 
lection of foods. 


He says many children are sent off 


mornings with only a cup of coffee 
(which children should not be given) 
and a few pennies because their par- 
ents are hurrying off to their work; 
that the children usually use the 
money for pickles and candy, which, 
though all right in their place, are 
not the proper food to begin the day 
upon. 
He does not consider that 


this new department would be a bur- 
den upon the taxpayers because he 
calculated that with a separate build- 
ing and a corps of physicians and 
nurses, it would not cost over $450,- 
000—and it now costs the city for 
each child who has to do the work of 
a term over the second time before 
promotion, twenty cents per day, or 
a total of $4,740,595 for a year, and 
if only 10 per cent were saved from 
backwardness it would amount to a 
return- of over $474,000 and 
un- 


doubtedly a much higher percentage 
would be helped.

He says, "a. very good meal can be 
served the children at five cents" and 
thinks that charitable societies would 
look after those who could not af- 
ford so small an amount. 
It is a 


great problem for the Board of Edu- 
cation of this city to keep pace with 
the growth of the city, because flimsy 
tenement houses are built in five or 
six weeks while it takes two or three 
years to build a good school house; 
but, if this Department of Hygiene is 
established and put under control of 
the Board of Education they might 
provide a place for this department 
in their new .school houses and thus 
save time and expense for separate 
buildings. 
There seems to be no 


doubt that the 
s; perintendent 
is 


right in claiming that such a depart- 
ment would be like a two-edged 
sword, cutting both ways—saving the 
children from backwardness and the 
taxpayers' money. In any case money 
cannot be better used than in con- 
serving the health of the children of

While our thought is upon schools 


I wish to call the attention of my 
readers to a new departure in this 
line which is being tried out in our 
sister city and state that we of Man- 
hattan should feel especially inter- 
ested in. It was first suggested by J. 
G. 
Phelps-Stokes, 
the 
settlement- 


worker, about two years ago, that a 
school for the training of immigrants 
be connected with Princeton College; 
then the Legislature passed a bill al- 
lowing any large city to establish 
evening schools for teaching immi- 
grants how to become good American 
citizens, and Newark, N. J., through 
its Superintendent of Schools, Dr. A. 
B. Poland, at once prepared a course 
of lectures and opened the first class; 
four other classes immediately fol- 
lowed with 2,500 in attendance and 
about as many more waiting for new 
classes to 
be formed. 
Men and 


women are equally interested and 
sometimes entire families attend, all 
eager to learn American ideas of law, 
nuerty and social conduct. They are 
taught by lectures and then debates 
between the teacher and the stu- 
dents; some are university men and 
others of very limited education, but 
all are extremely anxious to get into 
practical touch with the conditions 
surrounding them; many find our 
method of government so different 
from anything they ever dreamed of 
that they doubt and hesitate to be- 
lieve what, with their Old World 
training and experience, is at first 
very difficult to grasp,—that liberty 
without license is possible where a 
citizen recognizes that his liberty 
stops when it interferes with any 
other fellow-citizen's liberty. 
They 


learn that all good immigrants are 
welcome to the United States and 
that personal liberty is guaranteed 
to them, but that in this country true 
citizens surrender certain rights for 
the benefit of the whole, and that it 
rests with thorn to choose if they will 
accept our country and our liberty 
as their country and their liberty— 
by becoming naturalized citizens of 
the United States. 


This is a great educational ad- 


vance, and every state in the Union 
should note The results that can al- 
ready be seen, and 1 hope that very- 
soon each state will enact laws that 
will result in establishing similar 
schools in all their large cities. 
Im- 


miqrants come here seeking freedom 
as did our Puritan forefathers; they 
seek freedom, but through long age's
